gram shifted to the House today 
after the Senate handed President 
Eisenhower a sharp setback by 
passing a Democratic rival to his 
highway plan. 
The Eisenhower plan was beaten 
60-31 in the Senate before that 
body went on to shout its approval 
of the Democratic measure with­ 
out a rollcall. 
On the decisive test, 13 Republi­ 
cans deserted the administration 
while only one 
Democrat—Ken­ 
nedy of Massachusetts—supported 
the President’s proposal as a sub­ 
stitute. 
The Democratic measure would 
set in motion, subject to actual 
appropre ions, a five-year, 18-bil- 
lion-dollar highway spending pro­ 
gram— one of the biggest nonde- 
fen se projects ever sparked by 
federal funds. 
It would be designed to improve 
and modernize all Of the nation’s 
road systems—from major super­ 
highways 
linking 
up 
all 
parts 
of the nation to farm-to-markef 
country roads in every state. 
Of the total, the federal govern- 


000,000 and the states $5,400,000,000. 
Federal grants for roads in the 
first year of thc program, thc fi­ 
nancial year starting July I, 1956, 
would double present outlays. By 
the fourth and fifth years, they 
would be triple. 
The federal share would be fi­ 
nanced by direct outlays from the 
Treasury through regular appro­ 
priations. 
This 
would 
tend 
to 
swell the present federal deficit, 
and is a chief administration ob­ 
jection to thc bill. 
The key feature of the Eisen­ 
hower plan was a 21-billion-dollar 
bond issue outside thc debt limit, 
to be repaid by earmarking ex­ 
cess gasoline tax revenues for 30 
years. 
But this in turn was thc point 
of heaviest attack by Democrats. 
Sen. Byrd (D-Va) called it the 
most unsound financing scheme 
proposed in his 22 years in thc 
Senate. 
In all, the administration pro­ 
posal called for a 38-billion dollar 
federal-state p r o g r a m over IO 
years, with most of the emphasis 
on the 40,000-rnile system of inter­ 
state highways.

A sidelight on Rush County’s pioneer days 
is contributed in a letter to us from Walter 
Mull from North Madison. His letter says: 
“In the early days, there lived a tribe of 
Delaware Indians on Whitewater River about 
thirty miles from Rush County. One of the 
Indians had killed another member of the 
tribe and they gave him a head start and told 
him that if he kept ahead of them until sun­ 
down they would spare his life. 
“The other braves chased the murderer all 
day and just before sundown they caught him 
at Thornberry Ford which is at the bend on 
Flatrock marked now’ by a cement bridge 
just east of the Stewart farm. They borrowed 
a butcher knife from old man Thornberry 
and brought him back to the hill on the Hen­ 
ry Mull place and killed him. His grave is 
halfway between the house and the cemetery. 
“My grandfather had a fellow working for 
him one time and he went out and dug up 
some of the bones and Grandfather made him 
put them back. Grandfather had an old white 
horse and the Indians would try often to steal 
the horse from the log stable.”

BLESSING IN DISGUISE? 
The national debt having reached such pro­ 
portions that it cannot be liquidated, the 
American people have no alternative but to 
make the best of the situation. This is the gist 
of current thinking in many high places. The 
debt now totals $277 billion, or $1,700 for 
every man, woman and child in the nation. 
In fact, efforts are being made to point out 
various advantages of such a high debt. Rob­ 
ert B. Blyth, assistant to the Secretary of 
the Treasury’, lists some of these alleged ad­ 
vantages, which certainly indicates that the 
Treasury is not burning the midnight, oil in 
attempting to find ways and means of reduc­ 
ing the debt. 
The $6 billion paid out each year in inter­ 
est, Blj’th declares, goes to individuals, 
banks, insurance companies and others, helps 
to produce jobs, and in other ways contri­ 
butes to the general economy. 
Millions of dollars of private capital are in­ 
vested in government securities, according 
to his next startling statement, and interest 
paid on government trust funds goes for so­ 
cial security and other worthwhile purposes. 
What Blyth conveniently overlooks is that 
the $6 billion needed every year for interest 
must be provided by the taxpayers, who are 
commencing to squirm under the load. The 
debt may be a blessing in disguise, but 
it is a blessing the American people w’ould be 
willing to forego in favor of a balanced bud­ 
get, gradual reduction of what Uncle Sam 
owes and the prospect of low’er taxes in the 
future.

W ASHINGTON UP — If Dr. Leonard Scheele. sur­ 
geon general of the U. S. Public Health Service, 
would just once explain publicly the difficulties with 
the antipolo vaccine, some of the confusion might be 
removed. 
Scheele and the health service from time to time 
have issued statements, as confusion piled upon con­ 
fusion, but no layman could understand what, if any­ 
thing, was wrong with the vaccine or why the pro­ 
gram has ground to a virtual stop. 
In the 44 days since the government first okayed 
used of the vaccine, this has happened: 
1. The government stopped use of the vaccine, then 
cleared some of it but not enough to keep the inocu­ 
lation program going very long 
2. At least 92 vaccinated children have come down 
with polio, 60 of them after receiving vaccine made 
by the Cutter Laboratories, of Berkeley, Calif 
3. Scheele has met repeatedly with groups of ad­ 
visers — his own specialists, outside polio experts, 
representatives of the six licensed vaccine manfac- 
turers — and so far as the public can see the program 
is still up in the air. 
4. Although the government in April withdrew all 
Cutter vaccine it has not yet said what if any con­ 
nection there is between the Cutter vaccine and the 
polio which developed in 60 children who received it. 
5. A split occurred Wednesday night between one 
manufacturer — and perhaps all six of them — and 
the health service after it laid down new testing 
standards. 
Some dates tell the story: 
April 12 — The government licensed the distribution 
of the vaccine. 
April 27 — After several children vaccinated with 
the Cutter product came down with polio, the govern­ 
ment withdrew all Cutter vaccine. 
May 7 — After more vaccinated children developed 
polio, Scheele called a halt to all vaccinations so his 
experts could check the laboratories of the manufac­ 
turers. 
May 13 — Scheele approved release of some batch­ 
es —■ after his men had checked the plant — of vac­ 
cine made by Park, Davis Sc Co., Detroit. 
May 15 — Scheele gave similar approval to some 
batches made by Eli LiUy Sc Co., Indianapolis. 
May 18 — The health service delayed the release of 
vaccine by all other manufacturers for “some days.” 
None of it has been released since. 
May 24 — The health service said all vaccine ‘‘al­ 
ready used or recleared” for use had been found 
safe with the possible exception of two out of the nine 
batches made by Cutter. 
Scheele said there was “strong presumptive” evi­ 
dence of a connection between the Cutter vaccine and 
the polio which developed in some children who re­ 
ceived it. 
He stopped short of saying positively there was a 
direct connection. When would the government re­ 
lease more vaccine? Scheele was asked that question 
May 24. He said he couldn’t answer when he’d have 
information on that. 
May 25 — The health service laid down new testing 
standards for manufacturers. At least one of them — 
an official of the Parke, Davis Co. — said he could 
not accept the standards as presently written.

the part of persons and groups 
whose avowed purpose is ‘to get 
the United States out of the United 
Nations and the United Nations 
out of the United States,’ ” the 
assembly said. 
The assembly declared, “ Wre be­ 
lieve that lasting peace requires 
the elimination and prohibition of 
all weapons of mass destruction.” 
It said that such complete dis­ 
armament, 
however, 
must 
be 
worldwide and a suggestion that 
the church seek immediate prohibi­ 
tion of any use of nuclear weapons 
by the United States was defeated. 


On the desegregation issue, the 
assembly declared, “The church 
must act now to abolish from its 
practices all forms of segrega­ 
tion.” 
The assembly called upon mem­ 


bers of the church to work for 
desegregation in businesses, pro­ 
fessions, unions, housing projects, 
public schools and public positions.

will be held in Philadelphia and

Tourists Study

For W ives

Research indicates that fanciful 
tale of the family home of Brig­ 
ham Young, pioneer churchman 
who led the Mormons to Utah, is 
not true. 
It is true that there are 20 steep- 
roofed dorm er windows in the Lion 
House, that stands today adjacent 
to the ornate office building of the 
Latter - day 
Saints 
(Mormon) 
Church. 
dt is true that Brigham Young 
had many wives; some sources say 
26. 
But members of his woo family, 
in published memoirs, say that no 
more than 12 ever lived at one 
time in the Lion House. And in 
the rooms behind those gabled win­ 
dows lived his childless wives — 
there were several — and the older 
of his many children. 
Polygamy was an established 
practice of the Latter-day Saints 
Church when the Mormons made 
their migration to Utah to escape 
persecution in the Midwest. But 
the church outlawed the practice 
in 1890 and in recent years it has 
excommunicated 
m em bers 
who 
continued it. 
The Lion House now serves as 
a social center, available for wed­ 
dings and receptions. It is open to 
tourists and 14,800 registered in 
1954. 
Thr Lion House was built in 1856, 
only nine years after the Mormon 
pioneers reached the Salt Lake Val­ 
ley. Brigham Young designed it 
for his growing family. The archi­

Cover-Up Aprons 
Are Coing Gay

For helping in the kitchen, keep­ 
ing clean before a party or just 
saving on laundry problems, the 
cover-up apron is the answer to a 
busy m other’s needs. 
Though the aprons are made 
from separate patterns, they are 
exactly alike with snug front but­ 
toning, brightly contrasting bind­ 
ing and big cobbler pockets. The 
individual touches come from the 
applique decorations — an apple 
and a glass of milk for little sis­ 
ter, an ice cream soda and a cup
